The Clogged Up Courts 


Bari of the simmering idea that the 
Chief Justice, every so often, should de­ 
liver a “state of the judiciary** address to a 
joint session of Congress is an unquestion­ 
ably serious situation. 
The Federal courts are disgracefully l»e- 
lurwl with their work. 
The reasons are several: An increasing 
load of cast's, an inadequate number of 
judges, insufficient facilities in some in­ 
stances. and. in other instances, lazy or ail­ 
ing judges. 
Most of tIre->e reasons, obviously, pose 
problems for Congress, which raises ami 
appropriate* the money for all branches of 
the Government. 
Some eminent Bulges, lawyers and con­ 
gressmen, alarmed by this situation, advo­ 
cate tile appearance of the Chief Justice be­ 
fore Congress a* a mean* of dramatizing 


the plight of the courts, and gaining public 
support for fund* and measures to meet the 
need* 
The real issue here is not so much how 
the fact* of the judiciary's predicament are 
presented to Congress, but that they are 
presented, fully and effectively. 
It is the duty of Congress, under the 
Constitution, to provide an adequate court 
system. 
Fven-handed justice is the foun­ 
dation of our country. 
When it takes as 
long as four years to get a ta*c to trial, 
justice is being dented. 
The heart of the issue is not the comfort 
or pay of the judge*, lait a fair shake for 
litigants. 
And that’s the light in which 
Congress urgently needs to tackle the prob­ 
lem. regardless of whether the fact* are 
served up ceremoniously by the Chief Jus­ 
tice or otherwise.
